The 1 reasurer's report Is most sat- 


isfactory. Starring the year xx-Ith a 
balance of only $2.75. he ends it with 
a. balance of $266.43. Of this sum the 
directors hax-e authorized the trans- 
fer of $roo.of to the reserve fund. 
which now amounts ro $1000.00. In- 
vested In government bonds, rhe In- 
terest of xvhich Is applied ro current 
needs, and rhe orlnclpal Is reserved 
ror emergencies only. The entire in- 
come for the year has been $1229.93 
('including the balance of $2.75) and 
rhe expenditures hax-e been $003.50. 
leaving a balance of $266.43. 


The sources of Income, it will be 


noticed, are four: the annual canvass, 
fees for nursing, church collections, 
and contributions from orders, socle- 
ties and Industries. 
We trust that 


the support will Increase. Many in- 
dividuals should gix-e at least $5.00 per 
annum, and all patients should en- 
deax-or to pay the small fee asked. 
The larger industries, whose em- 
ployees find the nurse a great heio 
for themselves and their families, are 
earnestly 
asked to Increase their 


gifts.
